Washington. Feb. 23.—The house In 
•committee of the whole placed Itself 
squarely on record in favor of limit­ 
ing the power of special agents of tho 
departm ent of tho interior by a vote 
restricting the use of the appropria­ 
tion of $250,000 covered by the sundry 
civil 
appropriation 
bill 
to pay 
the 
salaries of such agents. 
Ry a vote of 
104 to 17 the committee adopted the 
am endm ent which was offered by Mr. 
Mondell of Wyoming, and debated for 
two 
hours by 
Messrs. Cushman 
of 
W ashington. Lacey of Iowa, Mann of 
Illinois, Burke of South Dakota, Reed­ 
er of Kansas, Bonynge 
of Colorado, 
Gronna of North Dakota, Steenerson of 
Minnesota, Gaines of Tennessee and 
Smith of Iowa. 
During the debate the work of the 
special 
agents 
was 
severely 
con­ 
demned and the orders of the presi­ 
dent regarding final 
proof on home­ 
stead criticised as working unneces­ 
sary hardships upon settlers. 
Mr. Clark of Florida offered a reso­ 
lution calling upon 
the secretary of 
•war for a statem ent as to the cost of 
the Philippines since 
their acquire­ 
m ent by the United States, but it was 
defeated by a vote of 165 to 103. 
The house 
in committee 
of the 
whole passed 360 senate private pen­ 
sion bills in thirty minutes. 


City of Mexico, Feb. 23.—“W ar is nn 
actual condition in Central America.” 
paid Under Secretary of State Algeria 
to a representative of the Associated 
Press. 
"We have received a message from 
the Mexican consul general at Teguci­ 
galpa, Honduras, which says: 
“ ‘Minister of Foreign Affairs Colton 
deolares that active war has been de­ 
clared against Nicaragua. 
President 
Bonilla is now at the head of the Hon­ 
duran 
troops 
and marching 
to tile 
frontier to m eet the forces of P resi­ 
dent Zelaya.’ ”
